Then 
he  sent  to  the  Assembly  a  draft  of  a  resolution  calling  attention 
to  provisions  in  Articles  X  and  XVI  of  the  Covenant  for  non- 
recognition  of  annexation  obtained  by  force  of  arms. 

The  Negus,  who  delivered  a  per- 
sonal appeal  to  the  assembly  two! 
days  ago,  said  Ethiopia  hu  a  right [ 
to  assistance  from  the  League  unde 
Article  XVI. 

RECOMMENDS  <.l  ARANTEE 

Ha  recommended  that  League 
members  guarantee  the  loan,  which 
would  be  floated  by  Ethiopia  under 
conditions  to  be  fixed  by  the  coun- 
cU  and  after  consultation  with  the 
League's  financial  committee. 

Halle  Selassie  said  he  had  placed 
before  member  nations  questions  to 
which  with  few  exceptions  the  pow- 
ers had  not  given  a  clear  reply  "in 
the  present  tragic  circumstances." 

For  the  sake  of  nations  "which 
may  be  menaced  by  future  aggres- 
sion." he  said,  "It  U  important, 
frankly  and  loyally,  without  equivo- 
cation, for  each  nation  to  take  its 
responsibility  by  It*  vote."

Europe"  in  rearming  was  justified 
on  the  grounds  of  the  imposition  of 
sanctions  and  In  the  carrying  out 
of  any  future  obligations  under  the 
League  Covenant. 

DANGERS  ARK  INCREASING 

In  addition,  the  nation  needed  a

Lord  Londonderry  declared  he  was

OTHER    FOODS   BESIDES  SPIN- 
ACH ARE  RICH  IN  MINERALS 
AND  VITAMINS 

It  is  unfortunate  that  most  of  us 
as  we  think  of  the  value  of  green 
vegeU^les  In  supplying  iron.  lime, 
phosphorus,  and  also  vitamins,  al- 
ways think  and  speak  of  spinach 
first.  Now  spinach  is  a  good  food 
and  deserves  all  the  praise  given  It, 
but  spinach  la  not  liked  generally 
by  children,  although  more  adults 
seem  to  like  it  than  is  generally 
thought.  But  the  belief  that  when 
green  vegetables  are  recommended 
it  simply  means  spinach  and  spin- 
ach only  is  responsible  tor  the  fact 
that  as  spinach  I*  not  liked  other 
green  vegetables  are  not  eaten. 

Thus  Dr  H  C.  Sherman  in  his 
book.  Food  and  Health,"  say? 
"Please  note  that  'green  vege- 
tables' need  not  mean  spinach. 
Spinach  Is  by  no  means  In  a  class 
by  itself  as  a  vegetable  rich  in 
vitamin  A  value.  In'  testa  thus  far 
available  escarole,  kale  and  parsley 
hare  shown  higher  vitamin  A 
values  than  spinach:  other  dark 
green  leaf  vegetables  such  as  beet 
greens,  chard,  dandelion  and  turnip 
tops  rank  about  with  spinach  In 
this  respect.  It  la  time  for  the 
science  of  nutrition  to  throw  off 
the  Incubua  I  crowding  out  all  other 
valuable  leafy  vegetables)  of  being 
too  closely  tied  up  to  spinach  " 

Now  the  minerals  iron,  lime  and 
phosphorus  and  the  various  vita- 
mins are  all  absolutely  necessary  to 
health  of  the  body  tissues  and  to 
the  body  processes,  and  the  every- 
day foods  that  contain  these  min- 
erals and  vitamins  should  be  known 
to  all  of  us.  Thus  if  we  don't  like 
spinach  there  will  be  enough  vari- 
ety of  other  foods  to  satisfy  the 
body's  needs  and  satisfy  or  please 
our  appetite. 

It  Is  among  the  vegetables  and 
fruits  that  we  must  look  for  both 
minerals  and  vitamin*  In  abundant 
amounts. 

The  vegetables  recommended  are 
the  green  tops  of  vegetables,  cab- 
bage, lettuce,  cauliflower,  celery, 
white  potato,  peas,  beans,  corn,  car- 
rot, parsnip.  The  fruits  recom- 
mended are  apples,  apricots,  dates, 
flgs.  grapes,  lemons,  oranges,  olives, 
prunes,  raisins,  berries. 

Meats  also  contain  minerals  and 
vitamins,  being  rich  In  sulphur  and 
Iron,  but  poor  In  lime  Liver,  kid- 
ney and  heart  are  especially  rich 
In  iron.  -

which  to  choose,  spinach  need^ot 
be  eaten  for  its

The  fasU-st  military  airplane  in  the  world,  with 
a  speed  of  300  miles  per  hour,  has  been  put 
through  its  trials  at  Eastleigh.  It  is  the  product 
of  Vickers  (Aviation)  Ltd.,  and  is  the  design  of 
Mr.  R.  J.  Mitchell,  who  was  responsible  for  the 
Schneider  Trophy  airplanes  of  1931.  The,  Spitfire, 
as  the  new  airplane  is  called,  has  no  bracing 
wires  above  or  below  the  wing.  There  are  no, 
□a  the  surface  of  the  fuselage. 


There  is  a  clean,  unbroken  cowling  over  the  upper 
part  of  the  engine.  There  is  a  Rolls-Royce  Merlin 
engine,  with  a  power  less  than  half  that  used  in 
the  last  Schneider  Trophy  winner.  It  has  a  com- 
paratively small  wing  area.  It  carries  a  big  mili- 
tary load  and  takes  off  and  climbs  admirably. 
It  lands  at  such  a  slow  speed  that  It  seems  not 
to  belong  to  the  fighting  class.  There  is  a  pros- 
pect that,  when  fully  tried  out,  Its  speed  will 
exceed  300  miles  per  hour.  As  it  is.  it  is  the  fastest 
military  machine  yet  tried  in  the  air. 


No  Royal  Road*  Hen* 

According  to  a  learned  corre- 
spondent on  Pell  Street,  the  roads 
from  London  to  Brighton.  Has- 
tings. Dover  and  Ramsgate  are  a* 

smooth  as  billiard  tables,  and 
should  furnish  an  example  to 
those  who  lay  out  highways  in  the 
province.  He  tells  us  the  roads 
were  built  by  Romans  when  they 
invaded  Britain  over  1,000  years 
ago.  They  laid  large  slab*  of 
stone  on  the  bottom  and  gradually 
decreased  the  size  as  they  ap- 
proached the  top.  Standing  on 
the  cliffs  at  Ramsgate.  he  says  one 
can  still  view  the  water  remains  of 
a  Roman  road  that  stood  a  terrific 
onslaught  by  waves  when  Earl 
Goodwin's  estate  was  washed 
away.  He  states  pot  holes  appear 
in  many  Vancouver  Island  roads 
-- -after  rain,  and  offers  to  direct 
their  repair  so  they  will  stay  fixed 
if  provided  with  material  and  only 
one  strong  man  instead  of  a  $2,000 
truck  and  six  workmen.  He  con- 
cludes by  telling  us  the  Publicity 
Bureau  grant  should  be  used  to 
build  better  roads'and  erect  a  per- 
manent sports  centre,  and  adds  a 
rider  that  shops  should  be  open 
every  Wednesday  afternoon  dur- 
ing Summer  months  for  the  bene- 
fit of  visitors  with  money  to  spend.

DICTATORSHIP  VFRSl  S  DEMOCRACY 


The  Weather 


Socialism  In  effect  ls  only  possible  through  the 
exercise  of  a  dictatorship,  either  Individual  or 
bureaucratic.  The  kind  of  Socialism  that  Ger- 
many has  ls  through  the  medium  of  individual 
dictatorship,  which  has  also  given  rise  to  intensi- 
fy d  bureaucratic  control  under  personal  direc- 
tion. In  Italy  It  ls  the  same,  while  In  Russia  the 
example  is  more  emphasized.  Democratic  govern- 
ment ls  threatened  by  the  rise  of  dictatorships 
and  by  the  spreading  of  bureaucratic  forms  of 
administration.  That  problem  is  only  realized  by 
thoa«  who  think.  The  unthinking  masses,  when 
disgruntled  over  conditions,  are  prone  to  welcome 
any  form  of  government  rather  than  the  one 
they  have,  and  therein  lies  a  gnive  danger.  It 
has  been  pointed  to  by  Sir  John  Simon,  who  says: 

"Look  abroad  In  the  world  today.  There  is  a 
tremendous  problem  being  worked  out  on  the 
stage.  "Nobody  yet  knows  tyhat  the  last  scene 
may  be.  It  is  the  clash  of  view,  of  attitude,  be- 
tween the  dictator  countries,  the  totalitarian 
Btates,  and  the  Parliamentary  and  self-governing 
countries.  You  and  I  have  been  brought  up  to 
believe  that  democratic  liberty  will  win.  There 
are.  however,  tremendous  movements  going  on 
which  must  cause  every  thoughtful  mind  to 
reflect  what  is  the  strength  as  well  as  the  weak- 
ness of  another  form  of  State,  a  State  In  which 
the  opinion  of  the  citizens  can  be  effectively  con- 
trolled and  they  hear  only  what  their  governors 
want  them  to  hear,  a  State  in  which  opinion  vio- 
lently opposed  to  the  Government  receives  very 
sharp  treatment,  and  in  which  there  is  a  drilling 
.  not  only  of  the  mind  but  of  the  body.  There  is  a 
terrible  problem"  in  front  of  us,  whether  the  im- 
proved technique  of  the  dictator  8tates  ls  going 
to  make  them  more  and  more  powerful  In  the 
future  of  the  world.  I  cannot  see  how  people  at

The  Danish  motorship  Stjerne- 
bor&,  which  is  due  here  shortly  to 
King  Bros,  to  load  lumber  lor  the 
Atlantic  seaboard,  is  now  on  the 
FTa-ser  River  taking  on  cargo. 

Captain  Rasmus  Marius  Rosenhof, 
master  of  the  ship,  la  a  Viking  of 
Vikings  He  Is  a  graduate  of  the 
hard  and  thorough  school  of  sail, 
from  which  he  changod  to  steam 
many  years  ago.  HLs  people  sailed 
the  seas  from  the  times  of  the 
Vikings. 

H;Ls  ship  Ls  named  after  Tycho 
Brahe's  <  1660)  "star  ca-stle."  while 
his  flag  is  the  oldest  national  ban- 
ner In  the  world. 

The  skipper  went  to  sea  first  at 
the  age  off  fourteen  years  as  cook  on 
a  Danish  vessel  plying  to  England 
It  was  a  rough,  hard  school  of  kicks 
and  terrific  labor,  but  not  a  whit 
worse  than  when  he  joined  the  Nova 
Scotia  ship  Eudora  under  a  noted 
Bluenose.
